ANN ARBOR — Brad Hughes, presi¬ 
dent of the anti-abortion group NAACBU 
(National Association of Abortion Clinic 
Blower Uppers), announced yesterday 
that he and the rest of his violent “polit¬ 
ical” organization believe that an appro¬ 
priate amount of time has passed since 
the September 11th tragedies to “return to 
normal” as President Bush has implored.

But 
after seeing the events, we didn’t think it 
would be appropriate.” Instead, Trimble 
and his organizations decided to invest in 
American companies by stockpiling large 
amounts of guns and munitions awaiting 
an inevitable “War for Freedom,” which 
would obviously be focused on securing 
key strategic junkyards across Kansas 
and Nebraska. 

All types of local, violent thugs and 
terrorists have had difficulty dealing 
with the recent attacks while maintain¬ 


ing their vitriolic stance against fellow 
American citizens. An extreme animal 
rights group who blew up a pharmaceu¬ 
tical company recently held a bake-off 
to benefit families of fallen firefighters.

Interim President a Candidate for More 
Prestigious Interim Presidencies 


ANN ARBOR, MI - Less than a month 
after being named interim president of the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan, former Business School 
Dean B. Joseph White announced that he 
had allowed his name to be considered for 
several other major collegiate-interim-presi¬ 
dency openings. 

“This was a very difficult decision,” White 
said in a statement released yesterday, “And 
although I found it extremely easy to make, 
obvious even, I can see how someone with 
a greater sense of loyalty and consideration 
could have a harder time with it.” The state¬ 
ment then went on to reflect on what he 
considers the major imperfections of this Uni¬ 
versity, including the “school,” the “general 
atmosphere,” the “professors,” the “students,” 
and the “quaint tedium of any human life that 
is not my own.”

Researchers Find Thick Glasses Cause Poor Vision 


Medical researchers from the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technonomy are poised to 
announce a striking breakthrough in the treat¬ 
ment of flawed vision. The research team was 
headed by Dr. Larry Hudson of MIT’s Insti¬ 
tute for Animal Husbandry and Medicine. 

“We performed tests on over 2,000 volun¬ 
teers. To prevent the testers and testees from 
realizing what was going on, the test subjects 
were told that the rows of diminishing, non¬ 
sensical letters they were reading were part 
of a Junior Jumble puzzle. Also, technicians 
administering the tests were given incorrect 
directions to the laboratory. We have second¬ 
ary tests in which we replace the nearsighted 
subjects’ regular glasses with decaffeinated 
Folgers Crystals. Those results are still in the 
works, but our initial findings are amazing. 
We found that over 75% of people with very 
bad vision wear glasses.” 

Dr. Hudson’s colleagues have expressed sur¬ 
prise at the findings, and even greater sur¬ 
prise that they were considered his colleagues. 
“Larry Hudson?” many responded. Others, 
curious about the research, inquired, “Animal 


husbandry? Is that what I think it is?” 

Dr. Hudson suggests several experiments 
that could confirm his findings. For example, 
people with perfect vision could wear thick 
glasses over a long period of time to see 
if their vision deteriorates in comparison to 
a control group of subjects who receive no 
glasses. Also, to test whether poor vision 
is just a psychosomatic condition—and 
to “amuse [his] lab technicians”—subjects 
could be given reassurances that their vision 
is fine. Then they would be set loose with¬ 
out their glasses in an especially eyesight- 
dependent environment- such as a busy 
street crossing at night, the cockpit of a com¬ 
mercial 747 airliner, or the men’s room of a 
local pornographic movie theater. 

The team’s findings and advisory to medi¬ 
cal professionals have been hailed by HMOs 
as the most important moment in the history 
of health care since the Kansas Supreme 
Court ruled surgical anesthetics to be for 
“wimps and other uppity yeller-bellies,” and 
therefore not required for basic insurance 
coverage. HMOs have long insisted that 


glasses were an unnecessary procedure per¬ 
petuated by corrupt, sexually deviant physi¬ 
cians, but until now had no evidence that 
glasses were actually harmful. 

Dr. Hudson is also warning people who 
are at high risk of acquiring bad vision 
to stay away from glasses. “Those at high 
risk are people who have family members, 
friends, or cabana boys with bad vision. 
Another sign that you are at risk is if you fre¬ 
quently run into large, vertical objects, like 
Ionic pillars. 

“We haven’t yet determined the ‘damage 
radius’ of glasses—how far their detrimental 
effect ranges. Fortunately, cruel and unethi¬ 
cal animal tests are underway to either dis¬ 
cover this or have some fun trying. But until 
the results are conclusive, if you see such a 
person with glasses on, the safest thing is 
to take the glasses and stomp on the lenses 
until they are in pointy shards, which are 
known to be much safer than intact lenses. 

“You should probably high-tail it out of 
there pretty quickly after doing that,” he 
added.

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Activist Refuses to Condemn "Big Ornamental Sock" Industry 

Ostracized SOLE Vice-Comrade Narrowly Avoids Gulag 


ANN ARBOR— A minor 
scuffle in the local activist 
community was resolved yes¬ 
terday when Daniel Warburg, 
vice comrade of general rail¬ 
ing and incoherence for Stu¬ 
dent Organizing for Labor 
And Economic Equality 
(SOLE), resigned his post 
after a long-running dispute 
over whether the ornamental 
sock industry warrants the 
use of the pejorative adjec¬ 
tive “big.” 

In the middle of a 20 
minute ramble-off against members of DAAP, BAMN and 
a soiled, bearded man who claims to be the second coming 
of Magnum P.I.; Warburg, while citing a litany of corporate 
offenders that include “Big Oil,” “Big Pharma,” and “Big 
Theoretical Physics,” happened to omit the denunciation of 
“Big Ornamental Sock.” 

Despite the Radical expectation to rebuke any corpora¬ 
tion large enough to house a water-cooler and require its 
employees to wear sleeves with the label “big business,” 
Warburg felt the ornamental sock industry was an excep¬ 
tion. The industry—which makes a variety of indescrib¬ 
ably adorable socks than may not only be worn, but hung, 
posted, or used as centerpieces—has a total employment of 
11, all of whom work in a small office in Kenneth, Vermont. 
The industry’s biggest seller last year was the Grover table 
sock, which sold a total of six units, bringing in almost 
thirty dollars of revenue. 

Given these circumstances, Warburg felt his statement was 
appropriate. “I mean, I know I’m supposed to be knee-jerk, 
but a man’s knee can only jerk so high.” 

The assembled crowd, consisting wholly of SOLE mem¬ 
bers, SOLE alumni, SOLE parents, and the camera crew 
for SOLE Train (a radical late-night dance program with 
a Neilson rating of -9.2,) were outraged by Warburg’s radi¬ 


cal faux pas. Jill Winslow, an 
LS&A junior, smelled a hint 
of Republicanism during War¬ 
burg’s statement. “Big Orna¬ 
mental Sockery has had a 
long history of oppression,” 
she said. “Literally, several 
employees all across a small 
section of rural Vermont have 
had their lives slightly incon¬ 
venienced by Big Sock. And 
they may decide, at some point 
in the future, that they can’t 
take it anymore, or at least 
would probably prefer not to 
take it anymore—if that’s okay with the management, espe¬ 
cially after those generous Christmas bonuses last year— 
when that day comes, we will stand with them and against 
marginalizers like Big Daniel Warburg.” 

Warburg, for his part, took offence at such characteriza¬ 
tions. “I mean, come on, I’m an effeminate liberal with a 27 
inch waist,” he said. “When I went to Cedar Point with the 
Green Party last year, the only ride they let me on was the 
swivel chair behind the ticket booth—and I threw up twice! 

I won’t even eat opaque food anymore because, I mean, calo¬ 
ries have feelings too. Clearly this Daniel Warburg is not 
‘big,’ except in the socially-conscientious, universally empa- 
thetic, sexually desperate sense.” 

Despite a public apology and an 8-year student activism 
career at Michigan, Warburg was removed from his SOLE 
post and scheduled for a disciplinary hearing scheduled for 
tomorrow. Rather than face the threat of the gulag, Warburg 
resigned. 

Reflecting on his expulsion, and the nature of “Big-ness” in 
the 21st Century, “Big” Daniel Warburg has expressed sad¬ 
ness and confusion, but no loss of hope.
